Officer claims 
'intimidation' 
brought signature 


A probationary Sedalia police officer told 
The Democrat-Capital Friday he was 
pressured into signing a statement of 
support for the police department. 


Probationary Patrolman Rollin Shuck, 
24, said he finally signed the statement 
Wednesday night after being subjected to 
“intimidation” from other officers. The 
“Sedalia Police Officers Statement to the 
Citizens of Sedalia,” which appeared in 
Tuesday’s 
Democrat, 
defended 
the 
department against what it termed The 
Democrat-Capital’s 
“unwarranted 
and 
malicious attack on us as individual officers 
and as a body.” 


The reference was to the fourth article in 
the newspaper’s recent series on the heroin 
problem 
in 
Sedalia, 
which 
reported 
allegations that a Sedalia police officer 


protected drug activities in the city. 


Shuck said he did not originally sign the 
police department’s statement because he 
did not agree that The Democrat-Capital 
stories were an attack on the entire 
department. 


“What I didn’t like was the idea that 
these articles were directed at every officer 
personally,” Shuck said. He said high level 
officers in the department “were trying to 
group us all together to get us feeling bad 
as if it (the articles) were a slur on the 
whole police department, which I didn’t 
feel it was.” 


Shuck said that after it was “rumored 
around” the department that he had 
refused to sign the statement, other 
officers began to apply pressure on him to 


consent. He said this reached a peak 
Wednesday night. 
He said he was picked up at home that 
evening for his shift by Officer Joe 
Pangbum, who then gave him “a total 
tongue lashing” and cursed at him for not 
signing 
the 
statement. 
Shuck 
said 
Pangbum at one point said, “Why don’t 
you get your a- out of the car and I’ll whip 
you.” Pangburn was restrained by another 
officer in the car, however, Shuck said. 
After arriving at police headquarters, 
Shuck said he walked over to the bulletin 
board to re-read the statement. At that 
point, he recounted, Sgt. William Raines 
said to him, “I just want you to know that 
anyone who wouldn’t sign it (the police 
statement) 
is 
against 
the 
police 
department. If you’re not with us, you’re 
against us.” 


although still disagreeing with it. “I figured 
that...if I had refused to sign it, in all 
likelihood they would look at me with 
disfavor when my probation was up,” he 
stated. 


“It was intimidation, that's basically 
what it was.” 


Shuck joined the police department as a 
probationary patrolman Sept. 3. After six 
months probation, officers are reviewed by 
the department and either retained or let 
go. 


There were 33 police officers’ signatures 
on the police department’s statement that 
appeared in The Democrat Tuesday. There 
are still at least three officers who have 
refused to sign, it was learned.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Moslem 
gunmen tightened their ring of fire 
around besieged Christian Phalangists in 
the 25-story Holiday Inn Saturday and a 
Moslem militia chief said, “They have no 
choice but to surrender or bum inside.” 
As civilian casualties mounted in house- 
to-house fighting in several areas, the 
Christians in the 500-room hotel were the 
last obstacle to a total Moslem takeover of 
the bayside hotel district. 


Snipers, rocket barrages and mortar 
shells claimed at least 61 dead and more 
than 120 wounded in Beirut and its sub­ 
urbs. Another 17 dead were reported in 
the northern city of Tripoli and the 
eastern resort town of Zahle. 
A screaming Kurdish woman stumbled 


out of one downtown combat zone, drag­ 
ging the headless body of a toddler and 
cradling another dead infant in her 
arms. She herself was wounded in the 
shoulder when the family was caught in a 
.50 caliber machine-gun burst. 
Government cease-fire calls brought 
no letup in hostilities in the eight-month- 
old civil war over Moslem demands for 
political and economic reforms and 
Christian reluctance to grant them until 
the Palestinians are reined in. 


By 
nightfall, 
Lebanon’s 
cease-fire 
committee admitted its inability to cope 
with the spreading conflict. Sources said it 
was considering asking for an emergency 
summit conference of Arab leaders, which 
could lead to outside intervention. 


Nine more buildings, including a 
school, w ere reported on fire in 
downtown Beirut. 
Looters pillaged abandoned homes on 
the battlefronts. Free-lance outlaws 
spread fear in the city’s last “safe zone,” 
robbing apartment dwellers, stealing 
cars, kidnaping departing passengers on 
the airport road in old vendettas. 


But Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasir 
Arafat warned his left-wing Moslem al­ 
lies and Kurdish mercenaries: “Do not 
harm one hair on the head of the Jews.” 


Young Nasserite gunmen immediately 
formed a protective cordon around the 
city’s only synagogue, where 25 Jews 
have taken refuge.

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — A con­ 
servative coalition led by Malcolm 
F ra se r gained one of the biggest 
landslide victories in the history of 
Australian politics Saturday. The results 
threw Gough Whitlam’s Labor party into 
disarray and guaranteed three years of 
practically unchallenged conservative 
power. 
Computer projections based on 40 per 
cent of the vote predicted that the 
Liberal-National Country coalition could 
wind up with 90 of the 127 seats in the 
House of Representatives, with the 
Labor party salvaging the rest. In the 
last House, Labor had a 65-61 margin 
with one independent. In the Senate the 
margin was expected to be similar. 
The voters’ verdict appeared to be a 
massive swing againt the series of sud­ 
den social reforms Labor has made since 
coming to power. 


‘They ripped the guts out of us,” said 
Bob Hawke, president of the Labor party 
and head of the Australian Council of 
Trade Unions. 
Noting fears that labor unions would 
launch widespread strikes to protest the 
outcome of the vote, Hawke pleaded with 
trade unionists to remain calm and ac­ 
cept the eight million voters’ decision. 
Whitlam, 59, said in Canberra there 
were “some very serious implications 
for Australian democracy” in the demise 
of the Labor government and the rise of 
Fraser as the new prime minister. 
The Labor leader refused to confirm 
he would remain leader of his decimated 
party. 
Labor ruled Australia for almost three 
years until Nov. 11, when Fraser refused 
to pass the government’s 1975-76 budget 
in the opposition-controlled Senate. The 
move was unprecedented — an un­ 


scrupulous break with parliamentary 
tradition, Whitlam said. The decision by 
Queen Elizabeth II’s representative in 
Australia to fire Whitlam Nov. 11 was 
equally without precedent. 
Fraser, without a majority in the 
House of R epresentatives, became 
caretaker prime minister after Whitlam 
was dumped. 
Fraser, 45, told reporters at the 
Melbourne hotel where he watched the 
election returns that he took the vote re­ 
sults with “humility.” 
“A great deal of responsibility has 
been placed on us for the tremendous 
task of rebuilding and looking forward to 
the future, creating an Australia, a gov­ 
ernment that will govern for all the peo­ 
ple,” he said. 


Conservatives also ousted a Labor gov­ 
ernment in New Zealand in elections 
Nov. 29.

Campaign chairman Lloyd Banaka said 
Friday night that the fund-raising drive will 
have reached the $95,350 mark when about 
$9,600 in contributions have been picked up 
from various local retail and commercial 
businesses. He said these businesses had 
already collected the money and that 
United 
Way 
representatives 
would 
probably bring the money to the United 
Way office early this week. 
Banaka said he hoped to raise the final 
$5,000 by Thursday. “I have the feeling that 
there are still people in Sedalia in the 
residential areas that have not had an 
opportunity to contribute,” he said. He 
added that persons wishing to make 
donations can send them to the United Way 
office at 112 West Fourth. 
Leroy Iuchs, budget chairman, said all 
agencies that were designated funds from 
the United Way’s 1975 budget would 
receive their normal allocations Monday, 
provided their quarterly reports were 
received the same day. There had been 
some concern that some of the United Way 
agencies might not receive their complete 
allocations, 
because 
the 
1974-1975 


campaign goal of $99,460 was not reached. 
Iuchs said, however, that the agencies 
would 
receive 
their 
money from 
a 
contingency fund if enough contributions 
were not at hand Monday to make the 
payments. He said the contingency fund 
was composed of surplus donations from 
past years and was reserved for lean years 
when the fund-raising campaign falls short 
of its goal. He said the United Way had 
made payments to its member agencies 
from the contingency fund three times in 
the past eight years. 
Iuchs said that if payments from the fund 
are made, subsequent contributions would 
be used to replace the money payed out of 
the fund. 
Iuchs said, however, that if enough 
contributions come in Monday of if some 
agencies do not send in their quarterly 
reports on that day, the contingency fund 
may not have to be used. 
Iuchs stressed, however, that the 1975 
budget difficulties had been reduced by 
such 
belt-tightening 
measures in the 
operating budget qs switching as many full­ 
time office workers to part-time status as 
possible. He also said that 95 per cent of 
the pledges from the 1974-1975 campaign 
had been payed, a figure which he said was 
unusually high, and that this also helped to 
ease the strain.

The group plans to order about 
50 more trees next week, Fred Kraft, 
president, said. They ordered about 350 
trees from a supplier in Michigan but 
received only about 250. 


Jim Lawson, chairman of the Christmas 
tree fund-raising project for the Noon 
Optimists, who have a stand two blocks 
were of the other club, said “The big trees 
are selling at $12 and the smallest can be 
bought for $5.” 


The club ordered about 500 trees from 
Wisconsin and expects to be sold out 
Sunday or Monday. They do not plan to 
order more trees, Lawson said.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet govern­ 
ment, striking a theme of quality and ef­ 
ficiency, unveiled on Saturday a spartan 
economic plan for the next five years 
that offers little encouragement for con­ 
sumers. 


The official Tass news agency an­ 
nounced the outline of the 1976-80 
economic plan showing lower growth rates 
in 
virtually 
every 
significant 
index, 
including 
industrial 
and 
agricultural 
production. 
It would give Soviet workers wage in­ 
creases of 14 to 18 per cent by 1980, rais­ 
ing the average monthly pay from 140 
rubles per month to 170. Tass said collec­ 
tive farm ers’ incomes would increase by 
an average of 24 to 27 per cent. At the of­ 
ficial rate of exchange, one ruble is 
worth about $1.40. 


Promises to ease shortages in the 
marketplace and the plight of Soviet con­ 
sumers who have had a taste of Western 
goods is made at the start of every five- 
year economic period. But the growth 
rates targeted for this year make it clear 
that the leadership is asking the public to 
tighten its belt. 


“The main task of the 10th five-year 
plan consists of implementing the Com­ 
munist party’s course for raising the 
material and cultural standards of the 
people on the basis of dynamic and well- 
balanced development of social produc­ 
tion and raising its efficiency,” Tass 
said. It calls for “accelerating scientific 
technical progress, higher labor produc­ 
tivity and an all-out effort to improve 
quality of work at all levels of the national 
economy.” 


Soviet planners are shooting for a 
growth rate in consumer industry over 
the next half-decade of 30-32 per cent. 
That is 35 per cent below the growth goal 
set for the the ninth five-year plan back 
in 1970.

Economics cause for migration 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Eco­ 
nomic considerations are the 
major factor sending thousands 
of Americans swarming into 
the South and West, the na­ 
tion’s so-called “Sun Belt,” mi­ 
gration experts say. 
The government says the 
flow of people into the southern 
and western sections of the 
country has accounted for 85 
per cent of U S. population 
growth in the past five years. 
The experts say many of 
those migrating to the South 


and West are following jobs as 
industries relocate in areas 
where wages are lower, unions 
are less organized and the gen­ 
eral cost-of-living is less. 
Also, the expansion of inter­ 
state highway systems to re­ 
mote areas has encouraged 
many industries to change loca­ 
tions, the experts say. 
A new Census Bureau report 
of population changes from 1970 
through the first half of 1975, 
issued Friday, shows Arizona 
and Florida as the fastest 


growing states, growing five 
times faster than the average 
national rate of 4.8 per cent. 


Dividing the nation into four 
regions, the Census Bureau 
showed the West with the high­ 
est growth rate in the 1970s — 
8.7 per cent — followed closely 
by the South’s 8.4 per cent. The 
Northeast registered an in­ 
crease of only 8-10ths of 1 per 
cent and the North Central 
states 1.9 per cent, both well 
below the national average.

Consumer group wants 
Bell Telephone in court

(AP) — A consumers group has 
called for the prosecution of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. for alleged use of corporate 
funds used for political pur­ 
poses. 
The Utility Consumers Coun- 
d l of Missouri, along with state 
Public Counsel William Barvick 
filed briefs with the state Pub­ 
lic Service Commission this 
week, also charging Bell offi- 
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cials with illegal use of com­ 
pany money to pay for at least 
three hunting trips supplied to 
a former member of the PSC. 
Barvick said in his brief the 
three hunting 
trips 
South­ 
western Bell admitted it pro­ 
vided for William R. Clark 
from 
1969-70, 
presented 
a 
serious threat to public trust in 
the commission’s performance. 
He said such actions were forc­ 
ing innocent members of the 
Commission to deal with “ugly 
innuendos.” 
Clark resigned in Feb. 1975 at 
the same time knowledge of the 
trips was made public. 
The telephone company has 
until Dec. 18 to reply to the 
charges listed in the briefs filed 
by Barvick and the consumers 
council. 
These charges come after 
more than a year of testimony 
and examination into the corpo­ 
rate dealings of Southwestern 
Bell. 
Throughout the year, com­ 
pany lawyer Jack C. Lorenz 
has denied the existence of any 
evidence linking the use of cor­ 
porate funds with political do­ 
nations. 
The examination into Bell’s 
alleged illegal activities was 
sparked by testimony of a for­ 
mer Bell executive, James H. 
Ashley. 
He said after his promotion 
to an executive position in 1966, 
Bell vice president Norman 
Gessley told him 81,000 of his 
salary was the company’s and 
said the money would be used 
to support political candidates. 
Bell 
officials 
consistently 
have denied Ashley’s allega­ 
tions, but both Barvick’s and 
the consumer group’s briefs 
say there is 
“sufficient evi­ 
dence” to support the allega­ 
tion that Bell officials solicited 
funds for political purposes

Accordingly, an exemption of $176,471 
would be required today to match the 
$60,000 exemption of 1942,” Randall said.

KANSAS CITY (AP) — A federal court 
jury convicted Kansas City Black 
Muslim leader Nathaniel Muhammad 
and four other defendants Saturday night 
on charges of conspiring to possess and 
sell narcotics. 
On trial with Muhammad, leader of the 
Kansas City Temple of the Nation of 
Islam, founded nationally by his father, 
were Jam es Jackson, 37, Spencer

33, Harold Hudson, 49, and 
Lushrie Jardan, 39, all of Kansas City. 
The defendants were indicted Sept. 24 
by a federal grand jury. The government 
arrested them in connection with drug 
tran sactio n s involving undercover 
agents in March and June. 
Muhammad took the stand during the 
lengthy trial and denied ever participat­ 
ing in a narcotics sale, or that he had any 
knowledge of such sales. 
At one point in his testimony, Muham­ 
mad was asked: “Did you ever sell 
narcotics?” 
And Muhammad replied, “If I have, 
Jesus has.” 
The prosection stressed a June 5 drug 
sale when it alleged that Muhammad 
was observed with Jackson and Mims in 
front of Muhammad’s home just before 
the drug buy that day.

Religious leader convicted 
of drug possession, sales 


Some clergymen have a talent for invention 
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NEW YORK! (AP) - Profes­ 
sionally, clergymen have the 
job of building faith, broth­ 
erhood and service among the 
people, but some of them do 
some other original building on 
their own. 
They’re inventors. 
History is dotted with clergy 
who discovered new methods or 
principles, and some contempo­ 
rary men of the cloth also work 
at it, dreaming up new ways of 
doing things. 
“ Inventing comes naturally 
to a clergymen," says Ray­ 
mond Lee, head of a New York 
City organization of that name 
which assists inventors in re­ 
search and 
marketing their 
ideas. 
He says that a clergyman's 
“ business is to be a leader, a 
teacher, a problem solver in 
the community, and it is these 
same 
traits 
that 
are 
pre­ 
conditions of innovations." 


As with the bulk of more than 
70,000 inventions patented each 
year in this country, most of 
the clergy output consists of 
minor devices, designed to sim­ 
plify getting things done. 
But the inventive contribu­ 
tions of religious professionals 
remembered in history involve 
major 
forward 
strides, 
in­ 
cluding: 
The 
15th 
century 
Polish 
priest-astronomer 
Nicholaus 
Copernicus who first enunciated 
the principle that the earth and 
planets move around the sun; 
the 18th century British chem- 
ist-clergyman Joseph Priestley 
who discovered oxygen and oth­ 
er basic elements; the 19th cen­ 
tury Austrian monk, Gregor 
Mendel, who disclosed the gen­ 
etic laws of heredity; Sister 
Elizabeth Kenney, the 20th cen­ 
tury American nun who pio­ 
neered physic-therapy in treat­ 
ing polio. 


Movable type was invented 
by the 15th century German, 
Johann Gutenberg, so the Bible 
could be printed.

Record wheat crop pays farmers less this year 


304-310 S. Ohio

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
record U.S. wheat crop this 
year is bringing farmers $7.4 
billion, despite sagging market 
prices, according to the Agri­ 
culture Department. 
Estimates released Wednes­ 
day by USDA’s Crop Reporting 
Board put 1975 wheat produc­ 
tion at more than 2.1 billion 
bushels, up 19 per cent from 
the previous record harvest in 
1974. The new estimate was 
about the same as indicated 
earlier, although it did decline 
about four million bushels from 
what had been forecast on Oct. 


10. 
The report also showed that 
the farm value of this year s 
crop was slightly above 1974 
when a much smaller harvest 
was worth more than $7.3 bil­ 
lion. A big difference is the 
price farmers are getting for 
this year’s wheat. 
According to USDA analysts, 
the 1975 wheat crop is worth an 
average of $3.49 per bushel to 
farmers, 
compared 
with 
a 
record of $4.09 last year and 
$3.95 in 1973. 
The report cautioned that the 
1975 wheat price figures are 
preliminary estimates and will 
be subject to revision. Officials 
also explained that the gross 
value was based on wheat sales 
through November with allow­ 
ances made for grain to be sold 
through this marketing season. 
No new production figures or 
values were included for corn, 
soybeans and other fall har­ 
vested grain crops. Those will 
be issued by the Agriculture 
Department next month. 


Wednesday’s report also said 
the 1976 winter wheat crop 
planted this fall for harvest 
next summer is in general 
“ fair to excellent’’ condition, 
except in some areas, particu­ 
larly in the Southern Plains, 
where 
earlier 
dry 
weather 
stalled development. 
The 
department 
will an­ 
nounce its first estimate of 1976 
winter wheat production on 
Dec. 22 That will give some in­ 
dication of next year’s pros­ 
pects since winter varieties ac­ 
count for about three fourths of 
all U.S. wheat. 
Cotton production was esti­ 
mated at less than 8.5 million 
bales as of Dec. 1, down 6 per 
cent from more than nine mil­ 
lion forecast a month earlier 
and 27 per cent less than the 
1974 crop. Other production fig­ 
ures included: 
—Burley tobacco, 639 million 
pounds, up slightly from last 
month’s forecast and 4 per cent 
more than last year’s crop. 
—Oranges, 
230.7 
million 
boxes, up slightly from Novem­ 
ber but 3 per cent below last 
season’s record harvest. 
—Fall potatoes, 271.9 million 
hundredweight, up 1 per cent 
from prospects last month but 6 
per cent below the 1974 record 
harvest. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
ban on further imports of beef 
from Australia announced last 
month by the Agriculture De­ 
partment apparently is having 
an effect on that country's 
cattle prices. 


Officials said Wednesday that 
cattle prices at rural auction 


markets in Australia declined 
sharply in late November fol­ 
lowing the announcement pro­ 
hibiting further beef imports 
into the U.S. market for the re­ 
mainder of this calendar year. 
The curb was imposed be­ 
cause Australia had filled its 
U.S. beef import allocation for 
1975. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Grain 
exports to Venezuela are ex­ 
pected to decline this season 
because of competing supplies 
from Argentina, according to 
the Agriculture Department. 


Under a 
new agreement. 
Venezuela has purchased 400.- 


000 metric tons of grain from 
Agentina. including 100,000 tons 
of corn. 200,000 tons of wheat 
and 100,000 tons of grain sor­ 
ghum, the department’s For­ 
eign Agricultural Service said 
Wednesday. A metric ton is 2,- 
205 pounds. 


“ The Argentine sales will 
mean a cutback in grain pur­ 
chases from the United States, 
which normally supplies the 
bulk of Venezuela's imports of 
wheat and grain sorghum.” the 
agency said.

cured” ham and a “country” or 
“country-style” 
ham. 
Pork 
shoulders also are included in 
the regulation. 
“This 
regulation 
basically 
describes 
the 
minimum 
requirements for a dry cured 
ham and distinguishes between 
dry cured hams and country 
hams,” he said. 
While a country ham must be 
cured for at least 70 days, dry 
cured hams have a minimum 
curing time of 55 days. Country 
style pork shoulders need a 


minimum curing time of 50 
days; dry cured pork shoulders 
require only 40 days. 
The 70-day time limit is a 
compromise 
between 
some 
producers in states such as 
North Carolina who advocate a 
longer curing time, and other 
producers who want a shorter 
time, Lail said. Most processors 
use an average curing time of 
about 70 days. 
If the product is to be called a 
country ham and if it is under 
co n tro lle d 
t e m p e r a t u r e 
conditions at any time during 
the 
curing 
process, 
the 
temperature must not exceed 95 
degrees at any time during 
curing. 
This temperature limit would 
not apply to the small producers 
who cure their products under 
uncontrolled 
temperature 
conditions from start to finish. 
Most of the larger producers 
can 
control 
temperature 
conditions during at least part 
of the curing period. They 
would therefore have to comply 
with the 95 degree temperature 
limit. 


Smaller producers who use 
only the old-fashioned wooden 
smokehouses with tin roofs 
during the entire curing process 
would not have to comply, as 


tem p eratu re 
control 
is 
impossible 
under 
such 
conditions. 


The proposed regulations also 
would set a minimum salt 
content of at least four per cent 
for all types of hams. If no 
artificial cure is used, the brine 
concentration must be at least 
10 per cent. For all types of 
hams, the finished product 
must have lost at least 18 per 
cent from the fresh weight. 
Comments 
from 
pork 
producers and processors have 
been mostly favorable, Lail 
said. 
Some 
producers 
are 
protesting the proposals, saying 
it is impossible for them to 
control the temperatures of 
their smokehouses. 
The USDA had a difficult 
time 
gauging 
temperature 
limits, however. “We could not 
get a feel for how much of a 


problem temperature is during 
the smoking process,” Lail said. 
Letters being received now are 
telling the department that 
most processors cannot control 
temperature 
during 
the 
smoking process, so the 95 
degree limit may have to be 
revised. 
However, 
the 
department 
says it feels some temperature 
limits should be imposed to 
safeguard the quality of the 
product as well as the health of 
the consumer. 
These proposals are tentative, 
and may be modified following 
review 
of 
the 
comments 
received from producers. 
“The regulations do not really 
tie people down,” Lail said. “If 
the producers want to cure the 
ham for 55 days, then they can 
call it a dry cured ham. Many of 
the aged country hams will not 
be affected at all.”

Hero's name 
actually 
not Jones 


(This Is the 13th in a series of 
bicentennial-related subjects 
written by students in the 
Sedalia 
public

John Paul Jones was a 
famous man, a naval hero. He 
was a Scottish-born hero in the 
U. S. War of Independence. 
This war raged on from 1775- 
1783. Mr. Jones was particularly 
known for his victory over 
British war ships oil the east 
coast of England. This took 
place Sept. 23,1779. 
Many people do not know 
that his real name is actually 
John Paul. He was forced to 
change his name to John Paul 
Jones 
after 
he 
killed 
a 
ringleader of a mutinous crew 
aboard his ship. 
He then fled to a group of 
islands. 
This 
is 
when 
he 
changed his name. When the 
Revolutionary War broke out he 
went 
to 
Philadelphia 
and 
received a commission as senior 
lieutenant 
in 
the 
new 
Continental Navy. 
A great honor soon fell on 
Jones. On Dec. 3,1775, he had 
the great honor of raising the 
.first Grand Union flag. At the 
time he was on the flagship U. 
S. S. “Alfred.” 
He later participated with 
distinction in action in the 
Bahamas, where against the 
British naval ship “Glassglow," 
he won the battle. 


Jones left for France in 
command of the newly built 
“Ranger.” 
While 
sailing 
through European waters he 
took quite a few prizes. When 
he returned home he was hailed 
as a national hero. 
In August, 1779, Jones and a 
small fleet came upon a fleet of 
British warships. A 3l/z hour gun 
battle took place. During this 
battle he said the immortal 
words: “I have not yet begun to 
fight!” He won a stunning 
battle. 
Mr. Jones was awarded a gold- 
hilted sword and was made a 
Chevalier of France. When he 
returned home he was awarded 
a gold medal. 
He later joined the Russian 
Navy. 
He 
received 
no 
recognition 
and 
false 
accusations. 
He died in 1790 and was 
buried in an unmarked grave. 
He was later removed and taken 
to Annapolis, Md., where his 
grave was made a national 
shrine.

Recognition for

is 'dangerous'

(AP) — Official campus recog­ 
nition of a homosexual group 
would “present a clear and 
present danger to the Univer­ 
sity (of Missouri) and its stu­ 
dents.” 
That statement was included 
in a brief filed Friday by 
James I. Newberry, the univer­ 
sity’s lawyer, in response to a 
brief filed earlier by members 
of the Gay Lib group on the 
university's Columbia campus. 
The brief reiterated the uni­ 
versity’s objections to recogniz­ 
ing the members of the homo­ 
sexual group. 
The American Civil Liberties 
H&nion for Eastern Missouri 
filed the suit in federal court in 
March 1974 on behalf of the gay 
liberation group. 
Members ofsthe group main­ 
tain the university is violating 
its constitutional and campus 
r i g h t s 
by 
discrimina ti ng 
against the group. 
“These facts support the con­ 
clusion of law that there is 
compelling state interest in the 
university’s denial of recogni­ 
tion of gay lib...” the univer­ 
sity’s brief said. 
Recognition of groups as offi­ 
cial campus organizations en­ 
ables the groups to obtain eas­ 
ier access to rented rooms and 
other university facilities. 
The ACLU seeks a court or­ 
der which would force the uni­ 
versity’s administration to rec­ 
ognize the group. 
Judge Elmo B. Hunter did 
not indicate how soon he would 
rule on the case after Friday's 
deadline for filing briefs.

Bacteria usually causes prostatitis

Dear Dr. Lamb — What is 
prostatitis0 Why does a young 
man in his mid 20s get this? My 
mother says a man is running 
around 
with other .women, 
straining 
his prostate gland 
which results in the prostatitis. 
Please help to dear this up one 
way or the other. It’s on my 
mind quite often. 
Dear Reader — Your mother 
may mean well, but she is 
misinformed and her statement 
could be causing a lot of 
unnecessary trouble. She is 
r e p e a t i n g 
a 
f r e q u e n t 
misconception that has caused 
other 
people 
a 
lot 
of 
unhappiness. 
P r o s t a t i t i s 
m e a n s 
inflammation of the prostate 
gland, just as the ending “itis” 
means inflammation as applied 
to appendicitis, bronchitis, 
laryngitis, gastritis, cystitis and 
soon. 


The inflammation can be. and 
in the case of a young man 
usually is. caused by some 
bacteria. The bacteria involved 
in most cases is not one that is 
transmitted by sexual activity at 
all. A common source of the 
infection is one of the bacteria 
in the colon which some way 
escapes and lodges in the crypts 
of the prostate gland. Some 
urologists believe that such an 
infection is more likely to 
develop in a person who is not 
having as much sex as might be 
optimal and the over-distended 
prostate gland gets boggy and is 
more likely to become infected. 
It is true that the prostate 
gland can be involved in a 
venereal infection, but, again, 
the bacteria commonly involved 
in most cases of prostatitis are 
different germs entirely. 
The kind of prostatitis that a 
man commonly gets when he is 
older 
is 
often 
related 
to 


enlargement erf the gland. This 
may be from some hormone 
imbalance 
or from chronic 
infection. 
The best treatment depends 
upon what bacteria is causing 
the infection. When the proper 
medicines are used, most acute 
cases are cured quickly. Some 
chronic 
infections 
remain 
troublesome to treat. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a 13- 
year-old girl and am 5 feet 2 and 
weigh 120 pounds. I’m trying to 
lose weight by eating nothing. I 
just drink 100 per cent tea and 
coffee, also water. I take two 
vitamins daily for energy. My 
problem is my parents and 
neighbors. They keep trying to 
get me to eat. I've tried 
balanced diets, but they don’t 
work for me. Will my water diet 
hurt me in any way? Are my 
parents right? 
Dear Reader — 
You can 
bet your pcanted head your 


parents are right. I just wish 
there were some way to get the 
message across to all you young 
girls that starvation diets are 
harmful 
to 
your 
normal 
development. You are not even 
physically mature yet and your 
body needs vital nutrients and 
proteins to develop a normal, 
healthy body. 
Your diet is deficient in 
calcium which you need for 
bone development. It is protein 
deficient which will affect your 
normal muscular development. 
You can do serious damage to 
yourself. 
I think it is particularly

important for young people in 
the development stage of life to 
have good medical guidance if 
they are going to be on a diet to 
lose weight.

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Old crank 
telephones 
phased out 


GOSNOLD, Mass. (AP) — 
Those seven traditional old 
crank telephones on Cut- 
tyhunk Island, despair of 
many an impatient summer 
visitor, have been retired in 
favor of the more modem dial 
variety. 
They were the last hand- 
cranked telephones among the 
six million telephones of the 
New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., which serves 
all New England except Con­ 
necticut. Some very small in­ 
dependent telephone com­ 
panies in northern New 
England still have a handful of 
crank telephones. 
There are still only seven 
telephones on the island, but 
most of the 45 year-round resi­ 
dents cautiously approve of 
the recent change. Their cau­ 
tion is tempered by the fact 
none has a telephone in his 
home yet. 
Like the old ones, the new 
phones are all public pay 
phones. 
These are the only kind ever 
used on this tiny island, last 
in the fragile chain of 
Elizabeth IslAnds winding 
southwest from the shoulder 
of Cape Cod. 
“You kind of hate to see the 
old phones go, ’ ’ said John Hor- 
nbach, who with his wife 
teaches the island’s eight 
school-age children. “But 
still, it will probably be more 
convenient.” 
For one thing, while there 
were seven of the old- 
fashioned crank ringdown 
telephones, callers could use 
only three at one time. 
Now, callers will be able to 
use all seven at once. 
That doesn’t mean there 
won’t be lines waiting to use 
the phones in the summer 
when vacationers, yachtsmen 
and sports fishermen swell the 
population temporarily to as 
many as 500.

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New Hampshire shedding its rural, folksy image

BOW, N.H. (AP) — Edna 
M cN am ara stands on the 
steps of the farmhouse her 
greatgrandfather bought and 
can’t see any of the 12 housing 
developments built in Bow in 
the last 15 years. 
“I’m hanging onto my land 
because I don’t want neighbors 
pushing in on me,” says Mrs. 
McNamara. 72 
But for her and other long­ 
time New Hampshire resi­ 
dents “hanging onto’’ land has 


become expensive as demand 
skyrockets land values and 
property tax rates swell to 
pay for the sewers, schools 
and other services demanded 
by an expanding population. 


It also has become almost 
impossible in Bow and other 
towns in some sections of New 
H am pshire, Vermont and 
Maine to “hang onto” a small- 
to w n a t m o s p h e r e , th e 
tightknit sense of community 
that once gave many towns 
their individual characters. 
And rural areas in other re­ 


gions of the country are feel­ 
ing the same pressures which 
a re reflected in Census 
Bureau statistics showing a 
new rural migration is under 
way in America. 


“I don’t know everybody, 
like I used to” says Mrs. 
McNamara, who has watched 
Bow grow rapidly from a 
rural community to a suburb 
of Concord, the state capital, 
just to the north. The town’s 
population in 1960 was 1,340. 
Now it’s 3,236. 


Bow now has a fulltime rec- 


r e a t i o n d i r e c t o r , a n 
$86.000-a-vear 
police 
budget 
and there-is talk of passing a 
dog tie-up ordinance, a prac­ 
tice unheard of in rural areas. 
New Hampshire is the 10th 
fastest growing state in the 
nation, with a 1960 population 
of 606,920 zooming to 820,000 in 
1975. 
All the growth has been in 
southern and central parts of 
the state. 
Most affected are towns 
such as Bow along Interstate 
93, the state’s main central 
north-south route, quickly

In September of 1974, the 
commission gave the Jef­ 
ferson County group 15 
months to raise money to buy 
the land.

The new residents are pri­ 
marily young families; the

They come from cities and 
suburbs, drawn by New 
Hampshire’s low taxes and 
perhaps a desire for country 
living. But many commute to 
work in Massachusetts or New 
Hampshire cities, changing 
former self-contained small in­ 
dustry or rural towns into 
bedroom communities. 


Salem grew 119 per cent in 
10 years and now has a popula- 
tion of 25,000. Its town 
manager, William L. Kelley, 
is acutely aware of the change 
in the type and number of de­ 
mands placed on the local 
government — demands for 
paved roads, for instance. “A 
person buys a piece of land on 
a dirt road in July and thinks 
it’s great,” Kelly says. “But 
then in spring, when it’s mud­ 
dy, he doesn’t understand why * 
he can’t have it paved. ” 


Bow, north of Salem, tradi­ 
tionally was a rich town of fer­ 
tile fields stretching along the 
Merrimack River. Those who 
did not farm the land or work 
with wood or granite, worked 
in the now defunct water- 
powered mills or traveled to 
Concord to work in factories. 
The town is still rich, but in 
a different way.

“You can’t build a house in 
Bow today for less than 
$35,000,” says Selectman Hal- 
sted N. Colby. That price ex­ 
cludes most blue-collar work­ 
ers, but attracts lawyers, 
state officials and other pro­ 
fessionals. 
Roy S. Horseman moved his 
f a m i l y t o B o w f r o m 
Ridgeway, N.J., about four 
years 
ago 
when 
he 
was 
transferred by his insurance 
c o m p a n y to o ffic e s in 
Manchester. 
“Bow is not that much dif­ 
ferent from many suburbs in 
New J e r s e y ,” says Mrs. 
Horseman, although she re­ 
members people being “taxed 
out of town” in Ridgewood. 
The Horsemans would like 
the town to install a street 
light and build a sidewalk 
along a busy road their 
daughter must walk to get 
from their subdivision home 
to school. Mrs. Horseman also 


would like the town to build a 
community swimming pool. 
Walter Jones, Bow adminis­ 
trator, says the town soon 
may have to build a high 
school, a sewage system and a 
second fire station. 
Those costs eventually will 
force up Bow’s relatively low 
tax rate of $16 per $1,000 of as­ 
sessed valuation, city officials 
say, despite a reassessment of 
property last year. Total as­ 
sessed valuation in Bow in 
1960 was $7.7 million. Today it 
is $126 million. 
“Although the tax rate has 
dropped 30 per cent (from 
$18.60 in 1973), the assessed 
valuation in many cases has 
increased 400 per cent,” 
especially the assessment of 
open land, Selectman Colby 
says. 


Despite state laws that al­ 
low tax breaks for those who 
promise not to build on their 
land, Colby says many 


longtime Bow residents have 
been forced to sell their land. 
They sell it to developers who 
will build several homes 
where woods and fields once 
lay. 
Farmers in all three of the 
northern New England states 
have been forced to sell their 
homesteads to developers be­ 
cause of such inflated proper­ 
ty values and property taxes. 
Many have moved into 
modest mobile homes that are 
appearing with increasing fre­ 
quency along the winding, pic­ 
turesque roads of those states. 


Despite the rising costs, 
state officials say New 
H a m s p h ir e ’s population 
growth continues. 
And a pattern has been set 
for some towns: The natives 
are forced to sell their land or 
die; the newcomers increase 
in number and soon have 
enough voting power to decide 
a town’s development.

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High costs, low response greet many election officials

In ‘Utah, election officials 
printed cartoons on the ballot 
to comply with the Voting 
Rights Act of 1975. 
In San Francisco, city fathers 
spent $140,000 to print election 
notices and ballots in Spanish, 
Chinese and Tagalog. And they 
were still sued by civil rights 
attorneys for not complying 
with the new election law. 
In at least nine states, local 
officials are grappling with the 
problem of providing ballots in 
the language of American In­ 
dian tribes that have no written 
languages. 
Up to 11 more states may 


face that same problem next 
year. The cartoons were the so­ 
lution found by officials in one 
Utah county to the problem of 
providing ballots in languages 
without a written form. 
The Voting Rights Act of 1975 
ordered state and local election 
officials 
“to guarantee 
lan­ 
guage minority persons ... ac­ 
cess to the electoral process in 
their own language as well as 
English.” 
The law, passed by Congress 
this year in the rush before a 
late summer recess, is a major 
extension of the Voting Rights 
Act of 1965 
That measure was aimed pri­ 
marily at Southern states to 
combat the use of literacy tests 


and other devices which had 
kept blacks off voting rolls. But 
the 1975 extension is expected 
to affect all or part of at least 
26 states. 
It comes into effect in any re­ 
gion in which 5 per cent or 
more of the local voting popu­ 
lation uses some language oth­ 
er than English as its primary 
language. 


Any region where 50 per cent 
or more of the voting age popu­ 
lation did not go to the polls in 
the 1972 presidential election 
might also be affected, depend­ 
ing on Justice Department and 
court findings. 
So far, the new act, which 
took effect in stages Aug. 6 and 


Oct. 3, has not had much of a 
national impact because of the 
relatively few elections in the 
past four months. 
But where it has been put in 
force so far, results have vari­ 
ously been negligible, costly- 
but-ineffective or comic. 


In Utah’s San Juan County, 
officials produced a three-part 
ballot for a $7 million munici­ 
pal bond election Nov. 4.

Exercise prescribed for overweight pumas 


BROOKFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
A couple of pumas getting fat 
and lazy at Brookfield Zoo 
now have to work for their din- 
ner by ch a sin g down a 
mechanized marmot. 


“Other zoos in the country 
are planning to incorporate 
behavioral matter into their 
exhibitions but we think we 
are the first to put it into 
o p e r a tio n ,” sa id a zoo 
spokesman. “The two pumas 
were zoo-bred and never had 
to fend for themselves. Now 
t h e y c a n c h a s e t h e 
mechanized marmot and get a 
reward. The exercise keeps 
them trim.” 


Both pumas are 6% years 
old. The male is named Tom­ 
my; the female, U-2. They are 
separated in an enclosure and 
each has a tree to loll in. 
About 20 to 25 feet from 
each tree are rock piles. From 
one pile to another — a dis­ 
tance of 10 feet — a rail has 
been built near the ground. 
A limb on each tree is wired

“It speeds from one rock 
pile to the other,” said the 
spokesman.

It disappears into a 
hole. When the pumas paw or 


nose around the hole, a 
sausage automatically flips 
up and they are rewarded. ” 
U-2 needed only two days to 
learn which limb to loll on to 
set off the mechanism. On one 
occasion she responded so fast 
that she caught the marmot 
before it disappeared, the 
spokesman said. 


“We have six spares in case 
one is destroyed,” he said. 
“Tommy didn’t take to the 
idea for awhile but finally 
caught on.” 


A marmot is of the squirrel 
family, a favorite delicacy of 
pumas, also known as moun­ 
tain lions.

showing a new school building. 
The “ no:‘ line showed both the 
money and the school building 
crossed out of the cartoon. 
The bond measure passed by 
a comfortable margin, and offi­ 
cials report no conifuson or 
problems. 
Very few areas have calcu­ 
lated costs so far. But those 
that have made estimates put 
high dollar figures on the act. 


In California, where 39 of 58 
counties are covered, Deputy 
Secretary of State Michael Ga­ 
gin says it will cost the state $3 
million over the next seven 
months and a total of $8.4 mil­ 
lion for the next 18 months.

Some 3,850 Spanish-language 
ballots were printed, and candi­ 
date qualification statements 
were translated into Spanish 
and mailed out along with other 
election materials in English.

When the 
9,604 ballots were counted, offi­ 
cials found only three Spanish- 
language ballots had been used. 
Similar accounts of high costs 
and low response were reported 
in other regions. And local offi­ 
cials are reporting frustration 
in meeting requirement even 
with the extra expense.

Secretary Lee Slater said in the 
one election held so far under 
the new law, officials met the 
problem of languages without 
written forms by providing in­ 
terpreters. 
“We had to hire four inter­ 
preters who could speak Che­ 
rokee, and they sat around all 


day doing nothing." Slater said. 
Oklahoma has 40 other tribes, 
and the act could affect 23 of 
its 77 counties. 
Said Slater: "If we have to 
provide interpreters all over 
the state, we will have a real 
problem, both in financing it 
and 
in 
finding 
the 
inter­ 
preters." 
In Idaho. Deputy Secretary of 
State Jerry Hill said he is obli­ 
gated to provide alternative 
ballots in two counties for Sho­ 
shone Bannock Indians, even 
though nearly all of the Indians 
also read and write English. 
Hill said an Idaho State Uni­ 
versity faculty member has de­ 
veloped a phonetic translation 
of the Shoshone Bannock lan­ 
guage, but that none of the In­ 
dians read it. 
On the Duck Valley Reserva­ 
tion in northeastern Nevada, 
Robert 
Robey, 
chief 
tribal 
judge, said there have been at­ 
tempts made to produce a pho­ 
netic written version of the Sho- 
shone-Paiute language 
“Nobody could understand 
even that. Almost everybody 
here reads and writes Eng­ 
lish," Robey said.

The dam burst this past week 
when Sedalians were asked to 
express 
their 
views 
about 
calling 
a 
grand 
jury 
to 
investigate local heroin use and 
the possible involvement of at 
least one police officer. 
The tone of the staggering 
flow of mail was the same — 
yes to each point raised during 
The Democrat-Capital’s recent 
four-part series on the local 
drug problem. A total of 206 
replies were received through 
Friday afternoon to the Sound 
Off question posed last Sunday 
— the highest ever since the 
newspaper began publishing the 
survey nearly four years ago, 
exactly 206 times. 
Besides responses to Sound 
Off. The Democrat-Capital also 
received scores of telephone 
calls on the subject as well as 
numerous personal visits from 
interested citizens 
Of the ballots received, only 
two were marked “ no,” but the 
written comments attached to 
each favored local action to 
correct the drug problem. 
Readers were asked: “ The 
D em ocrat-Capital’s recent 
investigation of heroin traffic in 
Sedalia has revealed that drug 
traffic 
is 
wide-spread, 
that 
heroin is available with relative 
ease and that at least one police 
officer may be involved in drug 
traffic. One city official said a 
grand jury investigation might 
be the best way to cope with the 
problem. In view of what you 
know, do you believe a grand 
jury should be convened?” 
One interesting item to note 
is that the Sound Off question 
that brought the second highest 
total also involved the police 
department.

Wealthy oilman is facing trial date 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ar- 
mand Hammer, one of the na­ 
tion’s wealthiest oilmen, will 
have to stand trial on charges 
of violating federal campaign 
Lontribution laws, a federal 
judge says. 
The 77-year-old Hammer, an 
internationally known patron of 
the arts and head of the Occi­ 
dental Petroleum Co., pleaded 
guilty Oct. 1 to illegally at­ 
tempting to hide the fact that 
he was the source of $54,000 in 
contributions to the 1972 re- 
election campaign of former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
But Chief U S. District Judge 
William B. Jones Jr. overruled 
the objections of Hammer’s 
lawyers Friday and said the 


Los Angeles industrialist had, 
in effect, recanted the guilty 
plea in a letter to the federal 
probation office in Los Angeles 
and must stand trial. 
Jones’ ruling was preceded 
by an extraordinary courtroom 
scene in which lawyers for 
Hammer attempted in an un­ 
successful emotional appeal to 
persuade the judge that he 
really did admit his guilt. 
Hammer lawyer Arthur F. 
Groman said going to trial 
could 
easily 
aggravate 
his 
client's serious heart condition 
and cause him to die. 
Groman said a number of 
doctors, including one chosen 
by the special Watergate prose­ 
cutor’s office, agree that if 


Hammer is forced to either 
stand trial or serve a prison 
term a ‘‘fatal result” is likely. 
“ This is not a capital of­ 
fense,” Groman said. 
“ Dr. 
Hammer should not be exposed 
to the peril of death.” 
At issue was whether Ham­ 
mer had taken back his earlier 
admission that he tried to hide 
his contributions 
to Nixon, 
made after a new federal cam­ 
paign law took effect April 7, 
1972. 
In an emotional 20-page letter 
to the probation officer, sent as 
part of the pre-sentencing proc­ 
ess on Oct. 27, 1975, Hammer 
claimed to remember making 
the contribution before the new 
law took effect. 


Jones, reading from Ham­ 
mer’s letter, quoted the indus­ 
trialist as saying, “ I withdraw 
the guilty plea and I enter a 
plea of not guilty on all of the 
three misdemeanor counts. 
Jones then nullified the guilty 
plea, noting that it had to be 
entered without reservation. 
The judge told Special Water­ 
gate Prosecutor Charles Ruff to 
prepare the case for trial. 
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laws by now so they can make 
the charges stick?

Gas sale' wasn’t voluntary 


CHICAGO (AP) - “It was a 
heck of a sale while it lasted,” 
police investigator David Olsen 
said. 
About 100 motorists pumped 
free gasoline for themselves 
and pocketed packs of ciga­ 
rettes at the E-Z Go service 
station Friday while two at­ 
tendants who had been tied up 
by robbers begged for help. 
“ I shouted, 
Help! 
Help! 
Help! We’ve been robbed,’’’ one 
of the attendants, Kenneth Har­ 
ris, said. “They just looked and 
kept pumping. 
“ Several of them came in. 
One man came in with $2 to 
pay for his gas. He looked at 
me, and I said, Man, untie me. 
Get the police.’ He put the 
money back in his pocket, 
grabbed a bunch of cigarettes 
and told me that help was on 
the way. Then he returned to 
his car, filled it with gas and 
drove away.” 
Investigator Olsen said that 
“ with no one manning the gas 
pumps, angry customers began 
streaming into the office for 
service. Seeing the two attend­ 
ants tied up on the floor they 
laughed like hell and gassed 
up,” he said. 
Curtis McDowell, manager of 
the South Side station, one of 
the busiest in the Chicago area, 
told police that three gunmen 
walked into the station about 
3:30 a m. and bound the two 19- 
year-old attendants with elec­ 
tric cords. 
The robbers, wearing green 
Army field jackets and ctrry- 
ing pistols, took $5,000 in cash 
from a safe and $390 woith of 
cigarettes, McDowell said. 
“ They were there for about 
45 
minutes 
or 
so,” 
said 


McDowell. “ While two of them 
were inside, a third manned the 
pumps and pocketed the cus­ 
tomers’ money. 
“ When the three men left, 
motorists began arriving — we 
have a lot of factory workers 
that early in the morning as 
well as the usual stream of 
business. They began helping 
themselves. 
They 
pumped 
themselves about 400 gallons, 
as near as I can figure it now.” 
Harris and the other attend­ 
ant, Michael Fry, said in an in­ 
terview that they were bound 
and put in a room off the main 
office. 
“ I managed to crawl up to 


the front when the robbers 
left,” said Harris. “ I got up so 
I could see out the windows. I 
saw people pumping gas into 
their cars.” 
A number of motorists came 
in and, seeing him tied, helped 
themselves to cigarettes, Har­ 
ris said. 
Police said they finally were 
summoned by an unidentified 
customer* 
“ This case is really one for 
the books,” a police investiga­ 
tor said. “ It reveals people at 
their worst — greedy ami dis­ 
interested in their fellow man. 
It makes a very merry Christ­ 
mas season story.”

nostrils to sniff the powder, or 
who find them faddishly or­ 
namental. 
Cocaine, an alkaloid derived 
from the coca leaf, is known 
as the “champagne of drugs.” 
This is partly because of co­ 
caine’s champagne price — 
currently about $1,000 to $2,000 
an ounce. Also, it is a drug 
that leaves no lasting traces 
on or in the body and can be 
administered nasally by snif- 
fin g , r a t h e r th a n in- 
t r a v e n e o u s l y w ith a 
hypodermic needle like hero- 


in . 
It is a drug that is not physi­ 
ologically addicting. But re­ 
peated and heavy use can de­ 
stroy the mucous membranes 
lining the nasal passages, 
causing the user to have a 
perpetual and painful running 
nose. 
However, not much is 
known about the drug’s effects 
on humans and, for the first 
time in cocaine’s almost 100- 
year history, drug experts are 
begining to examine it. About 
$1.4 million is being spent on 
research in a dozen federally 
funded projects. 
One such project at Yale 
University Medical School 
already has found that co­ 
caine can remain in the blood 
for hours after nasal ad­ 
ministration. Most users say 
they feel the effects for only 
about 20 minutes and then 
need another dose. 
“Cocaine is used by a large 
segment of the population, 
and we don’t know that much 
about it,” said Norman 
Krasneger, assistant chief of 
the experimental therapeutic 
branch, National Institute on 
Drug Abuse—NIDA. “ We 
know it is a stimulant drug 
with analgesic properties. It is 
not a narcotic. Cocaine is used 
almost exclusively as a 
topical drug on mucuous 
m e m b r a n e s by o p h ­ 
thalmologists, ear, nose and 


throat doctors and sometimes 
gynecologists.” 
For these anesthetic uses, 
about 2,156 pounds of cocaine 
was manufactured legally in 
the U.S. in 1974, according to 
the federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration—DEA. But 
d u rin g th e sam e y e a r 
authorities seizej 1,077 pounds 
of illicit cocaine smuggled 
here from Colombia, Peru, 
Bolivia, Ecuador and Chile for 
an unknown num ber of 
Americans to get high on. In 
1971, only 780 pounds were 
confiscated. 


★ ★ ★ 
A little coke can go a long 
way. 
Illicit cocaine can be pur­ 
chased for about $5,000 to 
$6,000 a kilogram—about 2.2 
pounds— in South America, 
authorities say. By the time it 
is brought here and sold on the 
street, the price can escalate 
to as much as $20,000 to $25,000 
for that amount. From a 
gram—a mere one-thousandth 
of kilogram—of the drug, 
close to 40 administrations or 
“hits” can be had. 
One DEA agent estimates 
that each month, about 200 to 
300 pounds leave Colombia by 
couriers, known in the trade 
as “ mules.” Colombia is 
responsible for about one- 
third of the trade. 
This means the business is a 
multimillion-dollar one. Some 
dealers put the figure even 
higher. 
Most of the risks in the busi­ 
ness occur in the smuggling 
and then later the sale here. 
Processing laboratories 
p rim arily are in South 
America, although an illicit 
lab was discovered in Laurel 
Canyon, Calif., two months 
ago. 
The most common way to 
smuggle the drug into the 
country is the false bottom 
suitcase or by body conceal­ 
ment. Some couriers have 
been known to hide cocaine in 
prophylactics and conceal 
them in a body cavity. 
“ There were three in­ 
stances last year in which the 
prophylactics broke, the body 
juices dissolved the cocaine 
and the couriers died,” a DEA 
agent said. “Generally the 
American going down is 
young, usually male between 


21 and 30. He’s usually out of 
the culture that once was hip­ 
pie and has no firm roots in 
the U.S. He’s usually from a 
good background, white and 
his parents earn a lot of 
money." 
Pilots who smuggle the drug 
usually fly at night and keep 
their planes low enough to 
avoid radar detection. They 
use isolated landing strips. Of­ 
ficials say these pilots pose 
the greatest smuggling pro­ 
blems. Last year five aircraft 
were seized. In 1972, only two 
were captured. 
As for arrests, DEA figures 
show 164 Americans taken in­ 
to custody for smuggling co­ 
caine in 1974. In 1972, only 91 
U.S. citizens were arrested. 
But despite the number of 
seizures and arrests, officials 
say little evidence has been 
produced to show the illicit 
stimulant has caused a major 
social problem, such as the 
crime and health troubles 
caused by alcohol, heroin, 
barbiturate and amphetamine 
abuse. 


Although a popular drug in 
the U.S., cocaine ranks well 
behind alcohol, marijuana, 
V a l i u m 
a n d o t h e r 
b a r b i t u r a t e s and a m ­ 
phetamines. Valium, a minor 
tranquilizer with a central 
nervous system depressant ef­ 
fect, is reported to be the No. 1 
drug of choice after alcohol. 
Dr. Jerome Jaffe, professor 
of psychiatry, Columbia Uni­ 
versity, said that when he 
headed the federal Special Ac­ 
tion Office for Drug Abuse 
Prevention, the prevailing at­ 
titude was that cocaine was 
just as dangerous as heroin. 
“If cocaine was a dangerous 
substance, the manifestation 
of that danger was not readily 
apparent,” he said. ‘‘It was 
not causing problems in 
emergency rooms of overdose 
dqaths.” 
But Dr Robert L. DuPont, 
director of NIDA, considers 
cocaine “a very dangerous 
drug. 
“I’m not enamoured of put­ 
ting cocaine users in jail, but 
suppliers should have the full 
force of the law come down on 
their heads.” 
DuPont said the reason 
there have been so few report-

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ed cocaine related problems is 
because the price of the drug 
is so high. 
“There is the current hip 
view that cocaine is the new 
marijuana, but unlike mari­ 
juana, 
cocaine 
leads 
to 
death.” 
From January until August 
of this year, 6,000 drug-related 
deaths were reported to the 
federal government. Of these, 
43 were cases in which co­ 
caine was one of the drugs the 
deceased had used. 
There is little support to re­ 
form legal sanction against 
cocaine. The federal govern­ 
ment is encouraging South 
American natives to sub­ 
stitute food crops for the wild 
coca bush. The project is not 
working because the food 
plants require more work. 
Known to its users as 
“ coke,” “ snow,” “ white 
girl,” ’’blow” and “candy,” 
cocaine was legal until 1914 
when the Harrison Act sub­ 
jected possession and sale of 
cocaine to the same federal 
penalties as those for heroin: 
five years in jail. In New 
York, the penalty is 15 years 
to life. 
“On a per capita basis, co­ 
caine usage in America in the 
mid-1890s would be con­ 
siderably greater than it is to­ 
day because it was found in 
the cola drink, was the first 
remedy for hayfever and 
seemed like one of the first 
miracle drugs,” said Dr. 
David F. Musto, associate 
professor of psychiatry and 
history at Yale. 
Coca-Cola, Vin Mariani—a 
F r e n c h w in e , R y n o ’s 
H a y fe v e r and C a ta rrh 
Remedy and other tonics and 
patent medicines had hearty 
doses of cocaine in them at 
that time, drug experts say. 
★ ★ ★ 
A spokesman for Coca Cola in 
Atlanta said 
that whatever 
cocaine there was in the soft 
drink at the time would have 
unintentionally resulted from 


the firm’s use of coca leaves for 
flavoring. He said the amount of 
cocaine from the leaves would 
have been tiny. Decocainized 
coca leaves were used in the 
drink following the passage of 
the Pure Food and Drug law in 
1906 
“You perceive an increase? 
of self-control and possess 
more vitality and capacity for 
work,” wrote Sigmund Freud, 
who injected himself with the 
drug regularly. Other famous 
users were Pope Leo XIII, 
President William McKinley, 
Thomas Edison and Sarah 
Bernhardt. 
The drug’s popularity soon 
began to bother officials, who 
issued reports on the dangers 
of cocaine to tissues and men­ 
tal stability. 
‘‘Cocaine came to be seen 


as a drug that would lead to 
random hostility and perhaps 
murderous attacks,” Musto 
said. 
The drug remained relative­ 
ly unused, except by some 
jazz musicians and artists and 
certain segments of the under­ 
world, until the late 1960s. This 
was due in part to the cheap­ 
ness and accessibility of other 
chemically made stimulants 
such as amphetamines. 
But cocaine is popular 
again, especially among drug 
users with bulging wallets. It 
is popular in much the same 
way m arijuana became 
casually accepted in some 
higher circles a few years 
before. It is sometimes of­ 
fered at parties along with the 
scotch.

PIER R E, S.D. (AP) - 
Xenia Campbell has just re­ 
tired from a job that has 
meant nearly a lifetime of 
work with the disease that 
kept her bedridden for 12 
years. 
Mrs. Campbell entered a tu­ 
berculosis sanatorium near 
Custer, S.D., as a teen-ager in 
1927, at a time when the only 
known cures for the disease 
were fest or surgery. 
Her personal fight was won 
after 12 years in a hospital bed 
and after surgery that col­ 
lapsed one lung. After she re­ 
covered, h er doctor en ­ 
couraged her to work in the 
laboratory at the sanatorium. 
“I wanted to be a nurse, but 
he told me I wasn’t strong 
enough,” she said. “But there 
was an opening in the lab, so I 
took that.” 
She met her husband at the 
sanatorium and they worked 
in the lab as a team until his 
death. When the sanatorium 
closed in 1963, Mrs. Campbell 
moved to Pierre and has 
worked in the state health lab 
for 12 years, analyzing bac­ 
teria samples sent by physi­ 
cians and hospitals.

Sen Russell B. Long. D-La., 
suggested

Ford 
drop his demand for a flat $395- 
billion federal spending ceiling 
for the fiscal vear starting next 
Oct. 1 
In return, he proposed that 
Congress make a nonbinding 
commitment to trim federal 
spending by an amount equal to 
the $17 billion in the tax cut 


The White House took no im­ 
mediate notice of the sugges­ 
tion 


If accepted by the White 
House. Long's proposal would 
avert a showdown in which 
Ford would veto the tax cut 
measure and. most congres­ 
sional 
leaders 
predict, 
the 
Demoeratie-controlled Congress 


would promptly vote to over­ 
ride the veto. 
At stake is whether the tax 
reductions voted last spring to 
spur economic recovery will be 
continued past their Dec. 31 ex­ 
piration. Most economists and 
politicians agree that failure to 
extend the tax cuts could abort 
the current economic recovery. 
If the tax cuts are not extend­ 
ed, most Americans will face

in ‘common situs’ bill

WASHINGTON — A showdown is at 
hand on the “ com m on situs" bill. The bill 
ought to be vetoed. 


In any com petition to choose the worst 
bill of 1975, H R . 5900 would rank near the 
top. The purpose of the m easure is plain 
and indeed undenied: It is to force non­ 
union workers in the construction industry 


to join the building trades unions. 


The legislative mech­ 
anism is equally simple 
This bill would overturn 
the famous Denver Build­ 
ing Trades decision of 
1951. That Suprem e Court 
decision <341 U .S. 675) 
upheld a provison of the 
Taft-H artley Act making 
it an unfair labor prac­ 
tice to engage in secon­ 


dary boycotts. 


The Denver case illustrates what this bill 
is 
all 
about. 
A 
general 
contracting 
com pany, Doose & Lintner, was erecting a 
building. 
A 
number of sub-contractors 
w ere engaged on the job. Among them was 
Gould & Preisner, which had a $2,300 sub­ 
contract for electrical work. The firm for 
20 years had employed non-union workers. 
The Denver Building and Construction 
Trades Council demanded that the contract 
be canceled, or that Gould & Preisner 
employ union electricians instead. When 
the 
general 
contractor 
refused, 
other 
unions put out a picket and the entire job 
closed down. After two weeks Doose & 
L intner caved in and ordered Gould & 
P reisner off the site. The sub-contractor 
took the m atter to the N L R B , which found 
an unfair labor practice. On Ju n e 4,1951, in 
a 6-3 decision, the Suprem e Court affirm ed. 


some 1.8 million belong to no union. They 
prefer it that way. M ore than 80 per cent of 
those involved in sm all construction are 
non-union. 
These 
are 
the 
carpenters, 
bricklayers, electricians, plumbers, and 
manual 
laborers 
who 
work 
for 
small 
com panies.

opposed to the bill. 


His com m on sense should tell M r. Ford 
what enactm ent of the bill would mean in 
econom ic 
term s: 
strikes, 
disruption, 
violence on building sites, greatly increased 
costs of construction across the country. It 
is unbelievable that the President could 
invite this blow to an economy slowly 
struggling for recovery. 


The 
political 
considerations 
scarcely 
need to be spelled out. M r. Ford will not 
win a single vote from union zealots by 
signing the bill. Fanatical union m em bers 
will oppose him willy-nilly. But if the 
President has nothing politically to gain, he 
has much politically to lose. Business and 
industry are solidly opposed to the bill. A 
survey by the respected Opinion R esearch 
Corporation found 68 per cent of the people 
(including 57 per cent of union m em bers) 
opposed 
to 
the 
bill. 
Such 
liberal 
newspapers as the New York Tim es and 
the Louisville CouriernJournal have made 
com m on 
cau se 
w ith 
co n se rv a tiv e 
newspapers in opposition. 


Labor bosses defend the m easure, of 
course, as no more than an innocent little 
bill to give equal treatm ent to craft and 
industrial workers. This is a sm okescreen. 
Industrial workers in a given factory, may 
belong to different unions, but they are all 
employed by the sam e em ployer. The 
situation 
in 
construction 
is 
wholly 
different. 


The im portant thing, said the court, was 
that the dispute did not involve employes 
of the general contractor. So far as the 
record shows, Gould & Preisner had no 
disagreem ent 
whatever 
with 
its

workers. The assum ption, in a free society, 
is that the non-union workers had a right to

This is a bill to strike at small open shop 
contractors. It is a bill to dragoon free m en, 
against their will, into joining some of the 
most violent, vicious, and disruptive unions 
in the country. A number of cosm etic 
provisions, intended to entourage peaceful 
collective bargaining, amount to so much 
bogus make-weight. This is the all-around 
bad bill, as the President himself well 
knows. During his 25 years in the House he 
opposed it all the way. Why would he 
change his mind now?

We got wind of O’N eill’s posh fundraiser 
last week and sent a reporter to count the 
fatcats. But our reporter, M arc Smolonsky, 
was barred from the party.

Contrary to O’Neill’s claim that he 
helped candidates in marginal districts, 67 
of those who received money from him 
were re-elected by two-to-one m argins.

For a few years in the early 
’30s the laws of contract 
provided a 2250-point bonus 
for a vulnerable grand slam 
and 1500 points for one bid 
when not vulnerable.

American League owners allowed Veeck, who had been 
out of baseball since 1961, back in their select circle last Wed­ 
nesday. He not only prevented the franchise from being 
moved to Seattle, he wound up with former National League 
batting champion Ralph Garr from Atlanta and veteran re­ 
liever Clay Carroll from Cincinnati. 
He unloaded 37-year-old Jim Kaat, a 20-game winner last 
season, to Philadelphia and sent fading slugger Bill Melton to 
California. 
Here are the deals the White Sox completed in the late 
hour: 
—Sent outfielder Ken Henderson and pitchers Dick 
Ruthven and Dan Osborn to Atlanta for Garr and infielder 
Larvell Blanks. 
—Blanks was sent to Cleveland for second baseman Jack 
Brohamer. 
—Acquired Carroll from the world champion Cincinnati 
Reds for pitcher Rich Hinton and catcher Jeff Sovem, both 
minor leaguers. 
—Gave up shortstop Bee Bee Richard to St. Louis for out­ 
fielder Buddy Bradford and pitcher Greg Terlecky. 
The deal for Carroll awaited approval of the 34-year-old 
right-hander, who has the right to veto it since he is in the. 
10-year veteran, five years with the same club, category. .

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. 
(AP) — Missouri drivers who 
feel studded snow tires pro­ 
vide increased traction and 
safety during these winter 
months 
are 
kidding 
them­ 
selves, according to a study 
conducted by the state Highway 
department. 


The study, which began in 
1972 and was updated last 
year, indicts the value of studs 
in snow tires on several 
counts. 
It says that studs do not in­ 
crease traction 99 per cent of 
the time during the winter, 
contrary to what a tire com­ 
pany might claim. Only dur­ 
ing glare ice conditions, which 
occur three or four times a 
year across the Midwest, do 
m e ta l or h ig h -s tre n g th 
carbide studs decrease stop­ 
ping distances. 
In addition to the impercep­ 
tible increase in traction, the 
Highway Department’s study 
indicates the studs will cause 
an estimated $220 million in 
road damage over a 39-year 
period. 
A spring 1974 Missouri study 
showed that studs wore out 
grooves put on the highways 
in less than one year. The 
grooves were designed to in- 


Farm Roundup 
Export predictions in target

WASHINGTON (AP) - Farm 
exports through the first four 
months of the fiscal year that 
began last July 1 were about on 
target with the government’s 
prediction that they would set a 
new record in 1975-76. 
The value of exports in July- 
October, meaning commodities 
actually shipped, was $6.8 bil­ 
lion, up 10 per cent from $6.2 
billion in the same period of 
last year, the Agriculture De­ 
partment said Friday. 
Officials have projected ex­ 
ports this year at $22.7 billion, 
up from $2l .6 billion in 1974-75. 
“Striking 
increases 
were 
recorded for exports of wheat, 
feed grains, soybeans and cot­ 
ton,” the department’s Eco­ 
nomic Research Service said. 
“Rice, oil meal, vegetable oil 
and tobacco exports fell sharp­ 
ly in volume.” 


The report, a monthly review 
called 
“Foreign Agricultural 
Trade of the United States,” 
said grain exports were valued 
at $3.7 billion against $3.1 bil­ 
lion in the same four months of 
last year. 
Wheat exports were nearly 
12.6 million metric tons valued 
at $2 billion up from 9.6 million 
tons and $1.6 billion a year ear­ 
lier. Com shipments made sim­ 
ilar advances, totaling 9.3 mil­ 
lion tons and $1.2 billion. There 
are 2,205 pounds in a metric 
ton. 
Shipments to the Soviet Union 
were valued at $442 million and 
included 2.3 million tons of 
wheat and 596,000 tons of corn 
in July-October, the 
report 
said. 
Earlier Friday, Assistant Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Richard 
E. Bell told the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee that farm ex­ 
ports to Communist areas this 


fiscal year are expected to total 
$32 billion, including $2.1 bil­ 
lion to the Soviet Union and 
$1.1 billion to Eastern Europe. 
That would compare with 
sales of $1.2 billion to Commu­ 
nist areas last fiscal year; $1.9 
billion in 1973-74, and $1.2 bil­ 
lion in 1972-73, the year of the 
first large grain sales to the So­ 
viets, Bell said. 
“Without this growth of $2 
billion to Communist countries, 
we would experience an actual 
decline in our total overseas 
sales this year,” Bell said. “We 
could ill afford this in a year of 
abundant supplies — a year in 
which American farmers are 
planting without restrictions for 
the coming season.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department 
says 
that despite cutbacks in govern­ 
ment quotas in 1976. tobacco 


production may remain about 
the same as this year if yields 
return to normal. 
The national quota for flue- 
cured tobacco for 1976 has been 
reduced 15 per cent from this 
year, although adjustments for 
farm marketings above and be­ 
low quotas will mean an effec­ 
tive reduction of about 10 per 
cent to about 1.4 billion pounds. 
Officials have until Feb. 1 to 
set 1976 burley tobacco quotas 
and the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has called for public com­ 
ment on what to do for next 
year’s crop. 


Meanwhile, the department 
said 
flue-cured growers re­ 
ceived an average of about $1 
per pound for their 1975 to­ 
bacco, down five cents from the 
record high of last year. 
Burley auctions opened last 
month and through Dec. 11 
prices were averaging $1.05 per 


pound, down 10 cents from 
records set last season, the de­ 
partment said. 
Total tobacco production this 
year is estimated at nearly 2.2 
billion pounds. Added to re­ 
serves from previous crops, the 
total supply is almost 5.2 billion 
pounds. 
Disappearance, 
in­ 
cluding domestic use and ex­ 
ports, probably will be less 
than this year’s crop, meaning 
some build up in stock a year 
from now. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Meat 
production this week from fed­ 
erally inspected plants totaled 
661 million pounds, down 5 per 
cent from last week and 7 per 
cent below a year ago, the Ag­ 
riculture Department said to­ 
day. 
Beef output, at 443.4 million 
pounds, was down 1 per cent 
from last week but was up 1 
per cent from a year earlier. 


State hospitals criticized 
W eekly livestock report

Facilities at two of Missouri’s 
state hospitals, at Fulton and 
Nevada, have been criticized 
by the Joint Commission on Ac­ 
creditation of Hospitals. 
Dr. Donald B Peterson, Ful­ 
ton State Hospital superinten­ 
dent, said FridCay that the com­ 
mission found fault with that 
facility “in certain areas.” 
“They found us in compliance 
in certain areas, mostly having 
to do with treatment,” Peterson 
said in a telephone interview. 
“They found us in partial com­ 
pliance in certain other areas, 
these having to do with mostly 
environment. They didn't like 
the housing too well and they 
said that the bathrooms and 
toilets should be partitioned.” 
The superintendent said the 
commission disapproved of the 
dormitories in which the 1,350 
patients sleep. 
Dr. Peterson said many of 
the criticisms leveled at the 
state’s largest hospital were 
“erroneous.” He said the facil­ 


ity was criticized for not paying 
its patients wages for vocation­ 
al jobs. 
“But we’ve been paying them 
since July 1974,” he said. “It’s 
the same with their saying we 
should let them (patients) keep 
and display their personal be­ 
longings. We do allow that.” 
“They liken us to a private 
hospital 
with 
a 
board 
of 
trustees and we’re not,” he 
said. 
Despite the criticisms, Dr. 
Peterson said the hospital has 
not lost its accreditation. He 
said the hospital had sent an 
appeal to the commission. 
“I assume we still have it un­ 
til the appeal is acted on,” he 
said. Dr. Peterson criticized the 
commission’s surveyor who in­ 
spected the hospital, saying he 
apparently had reported on and 
criticized certain areas of the 
hospital which he did not in­ 
spect. 
He said the Fulton facility, 
which is the oldest public men­ 


tal health facility west of the 
Mississippi 
River, 
has 
the 
a c c r e d i t a t i o n 
of 
t h e 
De pa rtment 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare and that 
it is approved for Medicare and 
Medicaid patients. 
Dr. Harold P. Robb, director 
of the state Department of 
Mental Health, avoided com­ 
ment on the accreditation prob­ 
lem Friday. Early in the day 
his secretary said he was in a 
meeting and later she said he 
had left the office and that he 
did not have time to talk with 
reporters. 
Dr. Paul L. Barone, alcohol­ 
ism clinic director at the 180- 
bed Nevada State Hospital, said 
that facility lost its accredita­ 
tion from the commission “nine 
or 10 months ago.”

As the studs continue to 
wear out the safety grooves, 
highway dividing lines and 
markers, the department has 
found as much as one inch 
depressions in the roads 
where studded tires travel. 
These troughs in the roads 
fill up with water during rain­ 
storms causing the formation 
of small ponds. The highway 
study said ponded water can 
cause hydroplaning, during 
which the surface of the tire is 
traveling across a sheet of wa­ 
ter rather than the road. 
The study said the minimal 
safety improvement offered 
by the tires is a “poor trade­ 
off in the interest of general 
safety.” 
More than 60 studies have 
been conducted throughout 
the United States and Canada 
since studded tires were in­ 
troduced in North America 
around 1962. 
The most extensive use of 
studded tires in Missouri was 
found to be in the St. Joseph 
area, where 47 per cent of all 
cars use studs. 


Two bills have been in­ 
troduced in the state Senate 
regarding the use of studded 
snow tires. 
One would completely ban 
their use, while the other 
would permit them to be fixed 
on cars between April 15 to 
Oct. 15.

“I think the tire companies 
apparently see the handwrit­ 
ing on the wall,” Trimm said.

Church groups survive meeting

N A I R O B I , Kenya (AP) 
“ Don t rock the boat, keep 
the cargo and mind the tiller.” 
That was a Dutch clergyman’s 
summation of a the World 
Council of Churches general as­ 
sembly which ended here last 
week. 


The 
ecumenical 
ship 
got 
through 
the 
18-day 
process 
without the feared collision be­ 
tween black and white Chris­ 
tian regions, with the Russians 
still aboard despite a citing of 
Soviet limitations on religion, 
and with a new concentration 
on the compass of faith. 
“ A strong emphasis on evan­ 
gelism and Biblical directions,” 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Most Rev. Donald Coggan, 
summed 
up 
the 
meeting. 


“ There also was a great stress 
on human rights.” 
That concern for eliminating 
racism, the imbalances of con­ 
sumerism and poverty, sex dis­ 
crimination, militarism, the ex­ 
ploitation of nature and repres­ 
sive regimes ran through the 
approved documents. 
It also flamed in the most 
dramatic confrontation of the 
meeting, an East-West tussle 
over Soviet treatment of reli­ 
gion, finally resolved with a 
plan for monitoring “ the ab­ 
sence” in Eastern Europe of 
various religious rights that ex­ 
ist in the West. 
The decision was the first 
time in its 27-year history that 
the council had spoken out 
about Soviet policies toward re­ 
ligion. It came after impas­ 
sioned implications by Russian 
clergymen that a proposed flat 
indictment of Soviet estrictions 


could force Eastern Christian­ 
ity back into isolation. 
While the East-West tensions 
were obvious but contained, the 
new preponderance of represen­ 
tatives of the poorer, dark- 
skinned Third World areas pro­ 
duced no rifts with the once 
predominant white Americans 
and West Europeans. 


Although many had expected 
a sharp onslaught by Christians 
of the undeveloped areas on the 
affluent West, such afc is evi­ 
dent 
in 
the 
comparably 
changed makeup of the United 
Nations, 
it 
never 
occurred 
alone those lines. 


The council delegates had a 
“ cohesive 
loyalty 
to 
Jesus 
Christ that transends the differ­ 
ences of nation, race or eco­ 
nomics,” said Archbishop Ed­ 
ward W. Scott, primate of the 
Anglican Church of Canada. 


Archbishop 
Scott, 
newly 
elected moderator of the coun­ 
cil’s interim policymaking cen­ 
tral committee, said the com­ 
mon Christian focus “ holds 
people in a context that they 
can live in tension without con­ 
frontation. The U.N. has no 
commonly focused loyalty.” 
But the prominent new thrust 
of the assembly was its high- 
level emphasis on the basics of 
belief, on anchoring actions to 
Bible principles, on the spiritu­ 
al needs of people, along with 
their needs for liberty and food 
to eat.

N EW YORK (AP) — Concern 
over the pace of the business 
recovery focused on a key ele­ 
ment this past week: how much 
money the American people 
have and how willing they are 
to spend it.

Higher sales were found at 
automobile dealers, department 
stores, apparel retailers, hard­ 
ware stores, restaurants, drug­ 
stores and furnitures outlets, 
with declines in grocery stores 
and gasoline stations. 
The 14 per cent advance was 
higher than the 7.6 per cent 
rise in consumer prices over 
the year, indicating that physi­ 
cal volume of sales was well 
ahead of November 1974. 
Retail sales in the first week 
of December dipped slightly 
from the week earlier but were 
still 17 per cent higher than a 
year ago.

Exemption attempt turned down 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 
Missouri Elections Commission, 
in a split decision Friday, re­ 
jected a proposal that would 
have exempted political candi­ 
dates from filing an economic 
disclosure report to the state. 
Only those candidates who re­ 
ceived or spent less than $500 
in a campaign would have been 
exempted from reporting. The 
proposal died on a 3-to-3 vote 
by the six-member bipartisan 
commission which met here. 


The move would have modi­ 
fied the state’s new campaign 
finance disclosure law which 
was passed last year and drew 
objections from many public of­ 
ficials. 
The commission gave approv­ 
al by a 4-to-2 vote to a rule that 
requires all candidates for pub­ 
lic office to reveal the sources 
$f their personal income. 


One provision requires the 
listing of any business in which 
the candidate or the candidate's 
spouse or minor children has a 
financial interest of more than 
$1,000. 
Opponents claim the rule will 
discourage many prospective 
candidates from seeking public 
office. 
The commission also gave 
approval to several rules to al­ 
low businesses and unions to 
provide administrative support 
for voluntary political funds. 
> 
The rules incorporate certain 
restrictions on the solicitation 
of funds within a union or busi­ 
ness: No superior may solicit a 
subordinate, the solicitor shall 
inform the employe of the polit­ 
ical purpose of the fund, and 
that the solicitor shall inform 
the employe of his right to re­ 
fuse to contribute without re­ 
prisal.

he best teams in the National Foot­ 
ball League are usually those which 
dominate the ground game. Last 
year, pro teams ran the ball four 
times for every three times they passed it. 
and the last three winners of the Super 
Bowl were led by top ballcarriers— Larry 
Csonka of the Miami Dolphins in 1973 
and 1974 and Franco Harris of the Pitts­ 
burgh Steelers last January. 
The N FL has many outstanding 
runners, and they fall into different types: 
sleek and quick, big and powerful, adept 
at catching passes, expert at blocking. 


F a m il y W e e k l y wanted to learn which 
of today's N FL running backs ranked best 
in the various skills at the position. We 
asked these great pro players— Matt Snell, 


G a le 
Sayers, Lenny Moore and Jim 
Taylor— to tell us. 


MATT SNELL ON THE 
GREAT BLOCKING BACKS 


Former New York Jet Matt Snell set a 
club career record with 4,285 rushing yards. 
He was also highly regarded for his fero­ 
cious blocking. 
“As long as the Jets have a quarterback 
like Joe Namath, who can't run because 
of his bad knees, they'll need running 
backs who are strong blockers. Even if I 
wasn't interested in blocking. I would have 
had to become interested or else lose my 
regular job. Luckily, 1 had a lot of experi­ 
ence in blocking at Ohio State. 
“The Jets' running backs, John Rig­ 
gins and Emerson Boozer are both excel­ 
lent blockers, big and strong enough to

stand-up against onrushing linemen and 
linebackers. But there are other great 
blockers around, too. O. J. Simpson is 
great, but his fullback, Jim Braxton, helps 
him a lot as a blocker and can also carry 
the ball on plays when the Bills use Simp­ 
son as a decoy. Other good, strong backs 
w ho block well and are strong ballcarriers 
are Sam Cunningham of New England 


and Jim Otis of St. Louis. They're not 
afraid to stick their noses in there and 
knock somebody down. 
• Something else: A running back who 
has a lot of blocking responsibilities has 
to be really durable and able to take pun­ 
ishment. He's involved in just about every 
play. Some running backs, when they're 
not carrying the ball, can just coast 
through a play every now and then with 
no particular problem. But a guy who 
runs and blocks is always doing one thing 
or the other on every down.” 


GALE SAYERS ON 
THE QUICK ONES 


Although he played only seven years, the 
Chicago Bears’ G ale Sayers is considered 
one of the greatest running backs of all time. 
He is now assistant athletic director at the 
University of Kansas. 
“I hear people criticize O. J. Simpson 


for the same thing they criticized me 
for— running inside rather than trying to 
get outside on every play. But O. J. knows 
—just as I knew— that you have less 
chance of getting hurt running into the 
line rather than outside it. When you run 
straight ahead, you normally fall in two or 
three seconds, and you usually land on 
top of somebody. The fall is cushioned. 
When you run outside, some guy is liable 
to grab your leg or your arm and twist, 
and really hurt you. I got my ankle busted 
when a San Francisco 49er hit me from 
the side. But the good runners know the 
quickest way to gain yards is to go inside. 
It takes too much time to circle the vyhole 
line to try to get outside all the time. By 
the time you get to the sideline, a whole 
bunch of guys might be there to knock 
you down. 
"Also, running inside, you have an ex­ 
cellent chance to break a long run if you 


just get past the first line of defense. The 
fast running backs, like O-* J. and Chuck 
Foreman of Minnesota and Terry Met­ 
calf of St. Louis, can beat any lineman in 
q one-on-one foot race. It pays for them 
to go inside because once they're through, 
they’re gone. 
“Actually, being able to elude tacklers 
is more important than speed. A good 
running back has to be able to give a 
tackier a leg or an arm to shoot for, then 
quickly pull it away and keep on moving. 
"Also, there's the ability to change di­ 
rections if a hole gets clogged. The shiftiest 
runners, like O.J., Forem an and Metcalf, 
have the ability to change direction so 
smoothly and surely that the defense is 
often left frozen in its tracks. 
"Another thing the good running backs 
know is when to turn on full speed. You 
can't go all out every time you have the 
ball. There comes a time when you just 
want to look for a soft spot to fall. But

sometimes the good back can lull a de­ 
fender into thinking he's slowing down or 
not going full-blast, and then, at the last 
second, he turns it on and he's far upheld 
before the defender can react." 


LENNY MOORE ON CATCHING 
AND RUNNING—AND WEAVING 


Enshrined in the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
last August, Lenny Moore starred from 1956 
to 1967 with the Baltim ore Colts. He ex­ 
celled at both running back and flanker. 
“You’ve got to keep moving and mov­ 
ing some more in this business. I wasn't 
the fastest runner or flanker when I 
played, but I could change speeds quickly 
and I had good peripheral vision that al­ 
lowed me to stay out of trouble. I always 
could catch the ball, and with my speed 1 
could really move it once I caught it. Of 
course. I had the greatest quarterback of 
all time throwing it to me— Johnny Unitas 
— and that helped a lot. 
"People used to fault me sometimes be­ 
cause of my high knee action. They said 
this left me open for a good rap on the 


knees by a tackier. But I ran like that in 
the open field when there were no guys 
near me ready to jump me. When I 
needed yards close in, I kept my knees low 
like most other good ¿aiming backs. 
“A guy playing today who reminds me 
a lot o f myself is Terry Metcalf of St. 
Louis. H e’s four inches shorter than 1 was 
— he's only about 5-10— but he really can 
catch the ball and move with it once he 
has it. And he can weave out of heavy 
traffic in the open field. 
"If you're quick and know how to stay 
out of trouble, I firmly believe you can 


the line. I hardly ever got thrown for a 
loss, and Csonka and Hubbard are like 
that. too. They also hardly ever fumble. 
"The reason why guys like Csonka and 
Hubbard and John Brockington of Green 
Bay usually manage to pick up some yard­ 
age whenever they carry the ball is their 
tremendous balance. They can remain on 
their feet for a long time, with their legs 


still pumping, before they’re finally taken 
down. Very often, an official will blow' the 
play dead when a guy is still upright be­ 
cause the ballcarrier's not able to move 
forward any more and everything is at a 
standstill.

play in the N FL , no matter what size you 
are. Mack Herron of the New' England 
Patriots is only 5-4. but he gets a tremen­ 
dous amount of yardage because he knows 
how and when to make his moves. 
“A running back who can catch the ball 
is a m ore complete player than a good 
runner who's not a good receiver. On the 
Colts now. there's a great back in Lydell 
Mitchell. Not only is he capable of run­ 
ning m ore than 1,000 yards a season, but 
last year he led the N F L in pass receiving 
with 72 catches, the most ever caught by 
a running back. A quarterback in trouble 
loves to see a good receiver coming out of 
the backfield as a safety valve receiver or 
to catch the short sideline pattern. A guy 
like M itchell gives a team more flexibility 
in its offense.” 


JIM TAYLOR ON 
STRAIGHT-AHEAD POWER 


Fullback Jim Taylor played 10 years in 
the NFL, and his career total of 8,597 yards 
is second only to Jim Brown’s 12,312. 
"I was never afraid to put my head 
down and run, no m atter how many guys 
I had in front of me. I tried running 
straight up once. W hen 1 got up, my face 
was all bloodied. I had no real outside 
speed, but the way we played in Green 
Bay when I w'as there was we ran a 
lot of sweeps which took me to the out­ 
side behind a lot of great blocking. But I 
really like putting my head down and just 
going straight, hard and low. 
“I think Larry Csonka, when he played 
with the Miami Dolphins, was the best 
fullback around for sheer straight-ahead 
power. H e could carry the ball for a couple 
of yards, dragging tacklers along with him. 
get up, shake himself off.- go back to the 
huddle, and do it all over again on the 
next play. Since Csonka went over to the 
Memphis club in the World Football 
League last year, I haven’t seen him as 
much as I used to. But now that the league 
has folded, I guess he'll be back in the N FL.

ANSWERS 


1. True. Professor William J. Knaus, of the 
Institute for Advanced Study in Rational Psy­ 
chotherapy, has made an intensive study of pro­ 
crastination and how to overcome it. Everybody, 
he points out, procrastinates at least part of the 
time. This is usually accompanied by feelings of 
guilt and hopelessness. "A sense of being over­ 
whelmed is common to procrastinators," he 
finds. “They constantly see a mountain of work 
before them and believe that all their work is of 
equally high priority.” Professor Knaus's studies 
show that anybody can break this habit simply 
by performing tasks just as soon as they are 
thought of. “The 
delayer should persuade 
himself to at least start the task for a short period 
of time, say five minutes. At the end of the 
interval he may give himself the option of stop­ 
ping or continuing.” Normally, it was found, the 
decision is to continue. 
2. True. One method devised by behavior spe­ 
cialists is the “dissatisfaction transfer.” which 
removes any satisfaction gained from the habit, 
rendering it unattractive. A Hofstra University 
study cites an example of a 33-year-old nail-biter 
whose “dissatisfier" was contributing money to 
an organization she strongly disiiked. Result: 
“Nail-biting was discontinued." 
3. False. There are some things which look like 
bad habits that aren’t. In studies conducted at 
the University of California, the grade-point 
average of students working at their desks was 
the same as that of students who preferred study­ 
ing sprawled out on their beds. 
4. True. The technique is reported as follows: 
The subject is asked to shut his eyes and to ver­ 
balize a typical unwelcome thought sequence. 
Suddenly the therapist shouts. “Stop!" This is 
repeated several times, and attention is drawn 
to the fact that the thoughts actually do stop 
each time. The subject is then told that he can 
stop his thoughts by saying “Stop" subvocally. 
With practice, many patients reported them ­ 
selves free of these thoughts within a few days. 
5. False. Psychological studies have dem on­ 
strated a novel method for breaking habits, 
known as "the negative practice” technique. This 
consists of deliberate repetition of the undesir­ 
able habit. It was found, for example, that the 
habitual mistyping of certain words (“hte" in­ 
stead of “the,” etc.), or habitual errors made 
in piano playing, can be quickly eliminated 
by deliberately making the 
rgm 
mistake several times.

1 teaspoon pure vanilla extract 
1. Combine prunes and water in 3-qt. saucepan.

2. Wrap each tightly with cello­ 
phane, twisting gathered edges 
into "tail.” Fasten each tail with 
a 6-inch length of wire. Con­ 
tinue until ail are wrapped, 
3. Form nut clusters and candy 
clusters by twisting wire stems 
of 5 or 6 wrapped nuts or can­ 
dies together. 
4. Start wreath by fastening a 
20-inch length of wire to candy 
or nut cluster. Stick wire 
through cardboard and wrap it 
around cardboard to fasten se­ 
curely. Wire clusters of nuts and 
candies in this way to form 
wreath. Wire clusters randomly, 
or create your own special 
pattern. 
5. Trim with ribbon bow. At­ 
tach long ribbon for hanging 
wreath. Or to use as a center­ 
piece, place large candle i about 
12 inches high, 3 inches wide) 
in center of wreath.

must tell you a very funny story! I never 
knew about stuffing a turkey until I got 
married. My mother didn’t stuff turkey. 
She quartered the bird, then she put it in 
a pan with potatoes, put in some butter and 
baked it. The first time my wife, Roselle, came 
over for Christmas dinner, I told her, “We’re 
going to have turkey and all the trimmings!” 
She looked at that cut-up bird lying on the 
table and asked, “Where’s the turkey?” 
My mother was Italian, of course, and she 
cooked everything so differently from the 
way we do here! Her spaghetti even tasted 
different. She used a lot of fresh ingredients 
they don’t use today. My mother made home­ 
made tomato purée from tomatoes my father 
grew in the garden. And her parsley was always 
from the garden— none of this dried stuff you 
find now. 
Roselle is an excellent cook. We have the 
traditional dinner on Christmas: turkey, sweet 
potatoes, salads, cranberries and pies (fresh 
key lime pie, pumpkin chiffon). With grand­ 
children you’ve got to have a turkey. I always 
starve for about a week ahead. I put on weight 
so easily!

Layer One 


1 pkg. (3 oz*.) lime-flavored gelatin

% cup ginger ale

Getting Support From the 
People You Work With 


In his American Management 
Associations book “How To 
Get Along With (Almost) 
Everybody,” Elton Reeves 
points out that many people 
make the mistake of believing 
they can overlook their 
fellow workers, come to a 
decision, and then expect the 
situations “to be set in 
concrete.” Reeves suggests 
five rules to help you get 
along well with people you 
work with: 1) Be optimistic. 
Expect those around you to 
be women and men of good 
will. People usually react on 
the same emotional level that 


you use in approaching them. 
2) Be ready to go a little out 
of your way to demonstrate 
your own positive attitude. 
Offer to lend a hand when 
one of your co-workers is 
overloaded. 3) Be sure you 
pass on ail necessary infor­ 
mation. This, says Reeves, 
can do more to tear down or 
build up your reputation with 
other people than anything 
else. 4) Be intellectually 
honest. This means being 
careful not to deliberately 
“misunderstand.” It also 
means that you should avoid 
gossip where you delicately 
twist interpretations of what 
others did or said. 5) Don’t 
expect too much in the way 
of active friendship. In 
general, this is a work rela­ 
tionship and all that is 
necessary is that you go 
through the day together 
amiably. Says Reeves, “You 
will be most successful if you 
take the attitude that the 
greatest responsibility for 
your acceptance or rejection 
by others rests on your 
shoulders.”
